God's Anger 


There are some strange expressions 
in the Bible. Perhaps one of the strangest 
is “the wrath of the Lamb.” Lambs are 
the gentlest and most helpless creatures 
in the animal world. Humans are some- 
times likened to lambs, and we are told 
that the Lord God “shall feed his flock 
like a shepherd: he shall gather the 
lambs with his arm, and carry them in 
his bosom” (Isa. 40:11). And the Lord 
himself is called “the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the world” 
(John 1:29). His gentleness and his vol- 
untary helplessness are described: “He 


is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, 
and as a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so he openeth not his mouth” (Isa. 
53:7). In other words, the Son of God, 
himself God the Son, in order to save 
lost sinners took the place of the sac- 
rificial lamb in gentleness and helpless- 
ness, bearing our sins, that all who be- 
lieve in him might be saved. But toward. 
all men who reject. the salvation. of the 
Lamb of God he must some day show, 
not his gentleness and love, but his awful 
anger and wrath against sin and the sin- 
ner who chooses sin instead of Christ. 
It is the will of “God our Saviour” to 
“have all men to be saved” (1 Tim. 2: 
4), but those who will not be saved he 
cannot protect from his wrath. The 
time is coming, and perhaps very soon, 
when “the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, .. . and 
the mighty men” shall say “to the moun- 
tains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide 
us from the face of him that sitteth on 
the throne, and from the wrath of the 
Lamb: for the great day of his wrath 
is come; and who shall be able to stand?” 
(Rev. 6:15-17.) Christ is not only Sav- 
iour, but Judge. He can bring men into 
Heaven, and he can cast men into hell. 
May God grant that every one reading 
these words shall some day meet him, 
not as Judge, but as Saviour. For “he 
that heareth my word, and believeth him 
that sent me, hath eternal life, and 
cometh not into judgment, but hath 
passed out of death into life” (John 5: 
24, R. V.). 


The Blessing of Nof Seeing 
Some are saved by sight, some by 
faith. Saul of Tarsus would not believe 
in the Lord Jesus Christ until he saw 
him. The sight struck him to the earth 
as one dead; the voice of the Lord asked 
Saul a convicting question. After Saul 
had seen with his eyes, and heard with 
his ears, and learned that the Lord of 
glory was the Jesus whom ke was per- 
secuting, he acknowledged in broken- 
hearted humility the Lordship of Christ 
and accepted him and his will forever. 
Saul was an unsaved Israelite first, as 
is the nation of Israel today; but the time 
is coming when, as the Lord says, the 
Jews “shall look upon me whom they 
have pierced” (Zech. 12:10) and when 
“all Israel shall be saved” (Rom. 11:26). 
“Doubting Thomas” would not at first 
believe that Christ had risen from the 
dead. “Except I shall see,” he said, “... 
I will not believe” (John 20:25). So 
the Lord met Thomas in his unbelief, as 
he did Saul; and when Thomas saw his 
Lord and heard his voice he cried gut 
in full belief, “My Lord and my God.” 
It has been said that Thomas, in this 
experience, was a type of saved Israel, 
—saved by sight, not by faith. But

Epritor’s Note.—Perhaps some of us have 
forgotten that “Germany’s brutal fulfillment 
of prophecy” with relation to the Jews 
(see the Trues, Nov. 26, 1938) was “going 
strong’ six years ago. Germany has now 
gone unbelievably farther in the wrong 
direction, in her unbridled hatred of fhe 
Jews, than when she began her campaign 
of open persecution. As a significant com- 
mentary on this, the following editorial is 
reprinted from the Toronto Globe of April 
5, 1933, which was written by the Editor 
of THe Sunpay ScHoot Trmes for the Globe 
when, before that paper was sold, it was 
under the management of those outstanding 
evangelical Christians, the Jaffray family. 
The truths to which the Globe editorial of 
six years ago called attention are just as 
true today, and not only Germany but all 
anti-Semitic nations ignore them at their 
deadly and eternal peril. 


T IS a dangerous thing to attack the 
| Jews. It is worse than dangerous — 
it is deadly. It may, or it may not, 
mean disaster to those Jews that are 
attacked; but it must mean disaster to

those who do io attacking. "From this 
there is no escape. For God has given 
his word in the matter, and God never 
breaks his word. 

It would be well for piceiniy to think 
of this before going further in anti- 
Semitism. Hitler is a Dictator with amaz- 
ing powers, but even Dictators cannot 
safely defy God. Hitler and his Nazis 
would do well to study the Bible, and 
the history in the Bible, and the history 
of nations since Bible times, for light 
on the meaning of Jewish persecution. 
The meaning, that is, to the persecutors 
rather than to the persecuted. They 
would find that anti-Semitism is suicide. 

Jewish persecution has been popular, 
from time to time, ever since Haman 
“sought to destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of Ahasu- - 
erus.” God’s justice, in fulfillment of 
his pledged word, does not always strike 
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as swiftly as it did in the vast enipire 
of Persia in the sixth century B. C., 
when of Haman it was announced, “him 
they have hanged upon the gallows, be- 
cause he laid his hand upon the Jews”; 
and of other enemies of the Jews 
throughout Persia, on the day appointed 
for a pogrom, some 75,000 were slain, 
while the Jews were delivered. 

Persia’s pogrom was nipped in the bud. 
At other times the Jews have not escaped 
so triumphanfly; over and over again 
God has permitted them to go down in 
awful massacres at the hands of their 
enemies. Yet the success of any and 
every attack upon the Jews has always 
been, and will always be, an unspeakable 
curse to those who thus succeed. God’s 
word to Abraham stands: “And I will 
bless them that bless thee, and curse him 
that curseth thee.” 

Newspapers throughout the civilized 
world have been reporting the persecu- 
tion of the Jews in Germany under the 
Nazis. As usual, strenuous denials of 
persecution have come from Germany.! 
Following the vigorous, aggressive pro- 
tests made by responsible Hebrews in 
other countries came the reprisal boy- 
cott in Germany against the Jews. 

The protests in Canada and the United 
States were impressive and significant. 
Jewish members of the House of Com- 
mons asked Prime Minister Bennett, on 
behalf of Canadian Jews, that steps be 
taken to protect the Jews in Germany, 
inasmuch as Canada and Germany are 
members of the League of Nations,

does not deny but admits and defends her 
course. 
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which guarantees racial and religious 
rights. In New York City 10,000 Jews 
marched to City Hall to the mournful 
chant of “El Molai Rachmem,” the Dirge 
for the Dead, in protest against the per- 
secutions and in demand for a boycott of 
German’ goods. This was followed by 
immense mass meetings of more than 
50,000 Jews in New York, addressed by 
leading Jews and -Gentiles, including 
Bishop Manning and former Governor 
Alfred E. Smith, Rabbi Wise, and Wil- 
liam Green, President of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Then, when “reassuring” messages 
reached Germany to the effect that the 
anti-German boycott abroad might not 
prove to be necessary, the Nazis’ nation- 
wide boycott against the Jews was an- 
nounced as limited to one day only. 
But Streicher, Chairman of the Nazi 
Boycott Committee, obviously did not 
relish this easing of the persecution, for 
he said: “As a radical anti-Semite, I 
should like to carry the experiment 
through.” Such a statement apparently 
tells the true story, despite Germany’s 
assurances of justice for the Jew.1 
Storm troops were directed to stage 
mammoth demonstrations throughout 
Germany, carrying street banners with 
the slogans: 

Jews Are Our Calamity. 
Do Not Buy From Jewish Firms. 
Avoid Jewish Doctors and Lawyers. 

The limiting of the anti-Jewish boy- 
cott to one day, with threats that it will 
be extended “if atrocity stories con- 
tinue,” gave small comfort to the half- 
million distracted German Jews who to 
all practical purposes are now ostra-

Serving Christ by Self-Support 


I wonder if you could give me a bit of 
advice. I have been debating for some 
time what to do this coming summer. I 
need to go to work and earn some money 
to be able to start the next year on top, but 
here is the complication. For some time 
I have been a member of a Gospel team 
on the campus, and we are planning to 
go out next summer, representing Christ 
and the college. Of course, this would 
be a sacrifice on all our parts, although 
we might earn something for ourselves 
—and then again might not. I really 
feel that I have a loyalty to Christ, and 
would so enjoy taking my testimony 
across the country in this way, but I can- 
not see my way clear to know what to 
do. Had I better go, and then just trust 
the Lord to previde for next year, or 
should I say that I cannot go on and 
start looking for a job? I would appre- 
ciate your opinion.—A college student. 


Here is a practical question confront- 
ing many a Christian college student 
today, and confronting others who are 
older and are out in the world. The 
student who asks the question is an 
earnest Christian, wholly surrendered to 
the Lord, sound in the faith, and he 
wants nothing but to know and to do 
the Lord’s will, in this as in all else. 

The answer’to the question is not so 
difficult as it may seem.

God would have us put our own neces- 
sary financial support ahead of any form 
of Christian service that might interfere 
with this. The Scripture shows that it 
would not be right for a Christian, in 
order to do Christian work, to turn aside 
from proper employment from which he 
may earn sufficient income to provide 
for his own needs, and then “trust the 
Lord” to send the needed money any- 
way. There is real danger, here, of mis- 
taking presumption for faith. God wants 
us, of course, to trust him absolutely, 
in full surrender and full faith; but this 
means that we must be doing our duty 
while trusting him—we cannot turn 
aside from duty and trust him at the 
same time. And it is a plain Christian 
duty to earn whatever we can for self- 
support or for the support of those de- 
pendent upon us. 

There are Scriptures that make this 
plain. “For even when we were with 
you,” wrote Paul to the Thessalonian 
Christians, “this we commanded you, 
that if any would not work, neither 
should he eat” (2 Thess. 3:10). Again, 
Paul writes: “But if any provide not 
for his own, and specially for those of 
his own house, he hath denied the faith, 
and is worse than an infidel” (1 Tim. 
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5:8). Providing for one’s own includes 
providing for oneself. 

That Paul “practiced what he 
preached” is seen from the record of his 
life. When he came to Corinth in his 
missionary journeyings he came to know 
a husband and wife, Aquila and Pris- 
cilla, “And because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and wrought: 
for by their occupation they were tent- 
makers” (Acts 18:1-3). When writing 
later to the Corinthian Church he was 
led to call attention to his own “labour, 
working with our own hands” (1 Cor. 
4:12). As a missionary and evangelist, 
therefore, Paul supported himself finan- 
cially. 

Some years later, when saying fare- 
well to the elders of the Ephesian 
Church at Miletus, Paul said: “I have 
coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or ap- 
parel. Yea, ye yourselves know, that 
these hands have ministered unto mine 
necessities, and to them that were with 
me” (Acts 20:33, 34). To the Thessa- 
lonian Christians he wrote: “For ye re- 
member, brethren, our labour and 
travail: for labouring night and day, 
because we would not be chargeable 
unto any of you, we preached unto you 
the gospel of God” (1 Thess. 2:9). And 
again: “Neither did we eat any man’s 
bread for nought; but wrought with 
labour and travail night and day, that 
we might not be chargeable to any of 
you” (2 Thess. 3:8). 

If one has a call to Christian service 
that carries with it financial remunera- 
tion adequate to provide for one’s sup- 
port, it is, of course, entirely Scriptural 
to enter such service. Paul himself was 
careful to say, after explaining that he 
did not wish to “be chargeable unto any 
of you”: “Not because we have not 
power [or the Christian right to do this], 
but to make ourselves an ensample unto 
you to follow us.” 

If this earnest college student has to 
choose between finding some job that 
will insure his meeting his own expenses 
at college next year, or spending the 
summer in Christian service without 
being sure of an adequate income, the 
general Scriptural principle points to his 
refraining from.such Christian service 
during the summer and accepting any 
form of legitimate and honorable work 
that will take care of his expenses.

What Was the Vinegar Bible? 


Recently I have heard of the Vinegar 
Bible. Would appreciate information con- 
cerning how many there are, and in what 
portion of Scripture is it where “vineyard” 
was misspelled and “vinegar” used in its 
place.—A Pennsylvania reader. 


The “Vinegar Bible” was given that 
name because in the heading of chapter 
20 in Luke’s Gospel the expression was 
used, “The Parable of the Vinegar,” in- 
stead of “The Parable of the Vineyard.” 
This edition of the Bible was published 
in two volumes about 1716. Several 
copies were printed on vellum, or parch- 
ment, and five or six of these copies are 
still in existence. Others were printed 
on ordinary paper, and it is not known 
how many of these there are today.

It is the ancient 
bridge of migrating races, marching 
armies, and moving traffic and trade. 
And it is crowded with Bible history. 

Could Miss Olcott carry through her 
audacious plan?

A. B. was a worldly girl with a form 
of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof. She was encouraged by her 
father, one of the leading attorneys of 
the state, to specialize in my depart- 
ment. First her mind was awakened to 
reflect deeply upon the great problems 
of life; then her spirit was made alive 
in Christ Jesus, and she learned to say: 
“I know whom I have believed, and am 
persuaded that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him 
against that day.” During her last course 
with me she confessed that she had not 
only come into the knowledge of Christ 
in a more real way than before, but she 
had found life utterly new; so new that 
everything about her seemed different 
now. Her experience could best be ex- 
pressed in the words of Wade Robinson: 


Heaven above is softer blue, 
Earth around is sweeter green!

Another encouraging case of blessing 
was in the life of C. D., daughter of a 
brilliant judge who is a devoted Chris- 
tian. It was through an interview I 
had with her parents that they changed 
their plans and decided to send her to 
us for her university training. In view 
of this decision I felt more interest than 
usual in her spiritual welfare. She was 
a true Christian when she came, but it 
was in one of my philosophy courses in 
which the New Testament is the only 
textbook that she came to know the 
need of absolute surrender of spirit, soul, 





“The Georgia Seven,” of whom 
Professor Wrighton speaks in this 
article, is a group of Christian stu- 
dents who have taken their name 
from the famous Cambridge Seven 
of England. The Cambridge Band 
included D. E. Hoste, Stanley P. 
Smith, W. W. Cassels, C. T. Studd, 
Montagu Beauchamp, C. P. Polhill, 
and A. T. Polhill, several of whom 
were well-known athletes, and all 
of whom were volunteers for for- 
eign missionary work under the 
China Inland Mission.

and body to the Lord Jesus. She became 
the leader of a nightly prayer meeting 
in her dormitory, and the secretary of 
a band of student soul-winners; and she 
had such a passion for the salvation of 
others that she said she was not worthy 
to graduate unless she led her room- 
mates to Christ. One of these became 
greatly dissatisfied by her failure to find 
happiness in-the world and opened her 
heart to C. D., who asked her if sin was 
not at the root of her trouble. “No,” 
she replied, “I know it is not that, be- 
cause I am not a sinner.” It was then 
that this Christian leader invited her 
to pursue with her the study of the Epis- 
tle to the Romans. As they delved 
into the opening chapters, conviction 
laid hold of the heart of the one who had 
been sure she was not a sinner. Then 
she said, “I did not know these things 
were in the Bible.” 'To which the other 
replied, “Neither did I, until I took that 
course in Moral Philosophy and the New 
Testament.” : 


A Desire to See Others Saved 


The chief interest of this devoted 
young servant of Christ since graduation 
is the salvation of individuals on her old 
campus; and she writes to “The Georgia 
Seven” urging prayer for, and witness to, 
one of her fellow students whom she 
was unable to win to Christ. Though 
she was the leader of those longing for- 
a revival here, she writes: “I realize 
more and more that I, as much as any- 
one else, am guilty and was guilty of not 
being able to meet God’s price for re- 
vival, and, although not alone, I am re- 


sponsible for there being no religious 
awakening on our campus last year.” 

The head of a Department of Philos- 
ophy in another state university is re- 
ported to have boasted that he had 
turned two hundred young men away 
from the Gospel ministry. My experi- 
ence has been just the reverse of this, 
and I thank God for the fellowship of 
former students who are giving their 
lives to full-time Christian service. One 
of these, E. F., was apparently greatly 
affected by the teaching he had had be- 
fore coming to the university. He was 
a great admirer of certain Modernist 
radio preachers, and we were burdened 
in prayer for this keen student — who 
showed such unusual natural gifts and 
beauty of character — lest he should miss 
the root of the matter. His senior year 
made a great difference in his life. Dur- 
ing that year he became a devoted stu- 
dent of the Word. He was full of the 
truth as it is in Jesus. His prayers in 
“The Georgia Seven” meetings were not 
only Scriptural, ‘but mighty in their 
power of intercession for lost students. 

When he entered one of the leading 
divinity schools of the country he proved 
how deeply grounded he was in the 
knowledge of Christ. His reaction to 
their radical teaching was definite and 
determined, and he wrote to us saying: 
“IT find my faith becoming stronger and 
more firm in the face of questioning. 
There is a lot of free thinking here, yet 
it has had no effect on me. If anything, 
it has made me more conservative.” 


Seizing Every Opportunity 

Many of the best opportunities that 
come to the Christian teacher in secular 
universities are those that he has when 
questions are asked. In response to the 
statement that “you cannot live accord= 
ing to Christ’s standards unless you have 
Christ himself,” a student in a class of 
nearly ninety members asked what we 
meant by having Christ himself. This 
gave me a chance to explain what it 
was to have Christ. 

Again, there: was the case of a Jewish 
student who was listening to the descrip- 
tion of two views of moral progress, one 
the gradual view of world betterment, 
the other the cataclysmic view of the 
sudden triumph of the returning Christ 
when he will come to reign in righteous- 
ness. The former was disproved by the 
increasing crime waves, the latter proved 
by the whole trend of the modern world. 

“Where did you get all that, Professor, 
from a book or out of your head?” the 
Jewish student asked. I replied, “I 
found it in the Psalms and Prophecies 
of the Hebrew Bible.” 

One day a minister from an important 
church in another university town made 
the statement here that “Christ did not 
claim to be God, and is not called God 
in the New Testament.” This was re- 
futed the next morning in one of my 
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classes, and a Jewish student said, “Why, 
if he says: Christ is not.God, he isn’t 
a Christian !” 

One of the most determined atheists 
and agnostics I ever had in my classes 
took courses under me for two years. 
She never failed to take every available 
opportunity to air her opposition to my 
teaching. I am afraid I counted her a 
hopeless case. Then one morning, while 
filling an engagement in a local church 
and speaking from John 4 on “The 
Nature of God,” I saw that she was in 
the congregation. About the middle of 
the sermon, not knowing why at the 
time, I began to speak pointedly about 
the life of the woman of Samaria. From 
the conversation that my wife and I had 
with this young woman at the close of 
the service, we gathered that she was 
longing for spiritual deliverance. She 
was at the evening service, too, and again 
showed an unusual interest in the mes- 
sage that was given. The following day, 
without realizing what her real problem 
was, we asked prayer for her in our 
“Georgia Seven” meetings. 

That same evening she came to our 
home and poured out her heart’s story 
of defeat. “I have been living in sin. I 
am afraid it is too late. I cannot give 
up the one I love. Iam miserable. Your 
sermon has made me miserable, and I did 
not know I was living a sinful life until I 
heard that story of the Woman of Sa- 
maria. But I cannot get free now. It 
is too late, too late.” 

“No,” we said, “it is not too late. For 
Christ has made a righteous basis for 
forgiveness, and because of the infinite 
sacrifice that has been made on the cross, 
God can be as just in forgiving you, a 
sinner, as he would be in condemning 
you. If you confess your sin to him, he 
is faithful and just to forgive your sin 
and cleanse you from it too. He can 
be of sin the double cure, and save you 
from its guilt and also from its power.” 

We suggested that she should go home 
and pray for the way of salvation to 
be made plain to her. To this she re- 
plied that she did not know that God 
existed, and how could she pray to him? 
—and she did not know how to pray. 
Then we told her to pray, “God be merci- 
ful to me the sinner,” and explained to 
her the way in which God in Christ 
had made propitiation for sin. She left 
in her car for home, still saying, “I am 
afraid it is too late now.” She was in 
the depths of despair, but she promised 
to come to my office for another inter- 
view the next morning. My wife and I 
spent much of the night praying for 
her, for we felt that God must do this 
work if it was to be completely done. 

The next morning a new creature in 
Christ Jesus walked in. Her face was 
radiant as she told of struggling and 
finally yielding her life with its sin and 
its defeat completely to God, and sur- 
rendering her will, her pride of intellect, 
her unbelief, and being willing to sacri- 
fice all things for him. As she did this, 
she said a great peace and joy flooded her 
heart. She had never been so happy in 
her life, and she could not even remem- 
ber the atheistic and agnostic arguments 
that had seemed to her so irrefutable be- 
fore.

cized socially and professionally. For 
orders have been issued barring Jews 
from legal practice and removing them 
from courts, hospitals, and public insti- 
tutions. The Nazi Women’s Federation 
has made a flaming appeal to every Ger- 
man woman to join the movement for 
the destruction of Jewry. Dr. Joseph 
Goebbels, Cabinet Minister of Propa- 
ganda, has publicly warned that if Lon- 
don and New York boycott German 
goods, the Government will “take its 
gloves off” in handling the Jewish prob- 
lem.2 

Christian people everywhere should 
unite in prayer for God’s chosen people 
the Jews. God has set apart his peculiar 
people Israel not only for special bless- 
ings to themselves, but as the channel of 
blessing and redemption for the whole 
world. The Son of God, when he be- 
came man, became a member of the 
family of Abraham and David. Unto 
the Jews “were committed the oracles 
of God”; the Holy Spirit chose Jews as 
the inspired writers of the God-breathed 
Scriptures, both Old Testament and New. 

While the Jews, like all the rest of 
mankind, have woefully betrayed God’s 
trust and rejected their stewardship, 
nevertheless God’s word stands, and his 
eternal purposes for the Jew, and for 
the blessing of the whole world eventu- 
ally through the Jew, can never be de- 
feated. “For what if some did not be- 
lieve? shall their unbelief make the 
faithfulness of God without effect? God 
forbid.” 

A heathen king once tried to get a 
prophet to curse the Israelites, and of- 
fered him large bribes to do so. Balaam, 
although he was a hireling prophet, stood 
his ground and dared not set himself 
over against God. Hitler would do well 
to read Balaam’s reply to the King of 
Moab: “How shall I curse, whom God 
hath not cursed? or how shall I defy, 
whom the Lord hath not defied? . . . God 
is not a man, that he should lie; . . 
hath he said, and shall he not do it? or 
hath he spoken, and shall he not make 
it good?” 

Any nation that turns against God’s 
people the Jews sets itself above God, 
and invites the divine curse.

Approach to the Lesson 


T IS in no uncertain terms that Peter, 
inspired by the Holy Spirit, sets forth 
the great truth of Christ’s redemptive 

work. Unequivocally he declares the 
definite substitutionary character of the 
work of the cross. Redemption is by 
the precious blood of Christ. He, “his 
own self bare our sins in his own body 
on the tree.” Only a mind blinded by 
the god of this world could fail to see 
in such expressions a declaration of the 
vicarious work that our Lord accom- 
plished when he bore the judgment due 
to our sins in that dread hour when he 
offered up himself as the supreme sacri- 
fice for the iniquities of guilty men. 

It is very fitting that this series of 
studies in the life and ministry of the 
prince of the apostles should close with 
such a theme. Scripture does not carry 
the story of Peter on to his own death. 
Church tradition, probably true, tells us 
he was crucified at Rome during the 
great persecution that broke out after 
the burning of Rome in the days of Nero, 
in A. D. 67. It is said that he was, at his 
own request, crucified head downward; 
as he did not consider himself worthy 
to die as his Lord had done, whom he 
had thrice denied. 


The Historical Setting 
We noted last week that this letter 


was probably written in or about A. D. 
60. This is necessarily conjectural, as 
no exact date is given. It is addressed 
primarily to scattered Jewish believers 
in western Asia, but it is also applicable 
to (and takes into account) Gentiles who 
have turned to Christ (1 Pet. 2:10; 4:3). 


Verse by Verse 


1 Pet. 1:17—“The Father, who... 
judgeth according to every man’s work.” 
This refers to the Father’s government 
over his own family, here on earth. All 
future judgment is delegated to the Son 
(John 5:22). But God, as Father, deals 
with the behavior of his children in this 
world (Heb. 12:6-8). 


Verse 18.—Redeemed, not with silver 
and geld. The word for redeemed means 
here, to be set free on payment of a 
price. Nothing that man could procure 
or produce was of sufficient value to buy 
the soul’s liberty and set it free from 
judgment. 


Verse. 19.—“The precious blood of 
Christ.” The only price that could avail 
was the holy life of Jesus Christ given 
up to death for us, his precious poured- 
out blood, when as the true passover 


Lamb, spotless and unblemished, he died ° 


in our place, paid the cost of our re- 
demption and purchased our salvation. 


Verse 20.—‘Foreknown indeed before 
the foundation of the world” (R. V.). 
“Foreordained” is too strong a term here. 
“Foreknown” gives the thought more 
clearly. God foresaw from eternity all 
that his Son was to endure. Now he 


has been manifest as the one who was 
to die on our behalf. 


Verse 21.—“By him do believe in God.” 
Jesus has revealed God as no one, nor 
anything else, could. By him we draw 
nigh to the Father who has declared his 
satisfaction-in the work of his Son by 
resurrection power. 


Verse 22.—“Purified your souls.” When 
one believes the message of the Gospel a 
moral change takes place within. There 
is a subjective effect produced by the 
apprehension of objective truth. The be- 
liever receives a new nature which 
makes it easy to love the brethren in 
purity and fervor. 


Verse 23.—“Being born again.” The 
new nature is the result of a new birth. 
Regeneration is not the gradual or sud- 
den change of the old nature. It is a 
new life received when one believes the 
Word of God, as set forth in the Gospel. 
(See verse 25.) 


Chap. 2:20.—“Ye take it patiently.” To 
endure, without complaint, chastening 
for wrong done, is a small thing, but 
to suffer in quietness for evil-doing with 
which one has been falsely charged is 
quite another. Yet this was exactly what 
Christ did, and we are called to imitate 
him. 

Verse 21.—“Ye should follow his steps.” 
Christ is the example, not for unsaved 
men, but for those who trust him as their 
Redeemer. Such are to seek to walk 
in his ways —to follow in his steps. 

Verse 22.—“Who did no sin.” He could 
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challenge his worst enemies with the 
question, “Which of you convinceth me 
of sin?” To this day no one has been 
able to bring a well-founded accusation 
against him. 

Verse 23.—“Committed himself to him 
that judgeth righteously.” On our Sav- 
iour’s part there was no resentment, no 
retaliation. But in implicit confidence 
in the Father’s love and wisdom, he 
committed himself to the God against 
whom man had sinned and whose judg- 
ment he was prepared to endure, know- 
ing that he had promised to bring him 
up from the portals of death (Psa. 16: 
8-11). 


Verse 24.—“Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree.” The 
cross, which was the expression of man’s 
wickedness and hatred against God, thus 
became the great altar upon which was 
immolated the supreme sacrifice for our 
sins, that as Isaiah had prophesied so 
long before, we might be healed by his 
stripes (Isa. 53:5). 


Verse 25—‘“As sheep going astray.” 
Again Isaiah’s prophecy is in view (Isa. 
53:6). We are all like lost sheep. But 
if we have trusted Christ for ourselves, 
our wanderings are over and he who 
now lives again is the “great shepherd” 
(Heb. 13:20) and bishop, or overseer, of 
our souls. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


We may well say that the heart of the 
lesson today is the very heart of the 
Bible itself: the revelation of God’s 
love and righteousness in the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. All the types of 
old foreshadowed this. Every prophet 
predicted it (Acts 10:43). In the full- 
ness of time Jesus Christ came to earth 
to give his life a ransom for many (Matt. 
20:28). When the hour was come, he 
went out to die and on the cross offered 
up himself once for all to redeem us to 
God (Heb. 7:27). When we come to God 
by him we are born again by the Word 
of the truth of the Gospel, and are re- 
deemed from the judgment that our sins 
deserved, and from all iniquity, that we 
may henceforth live unto God. 


Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Redemption. To be redeemed means 
to be purchased, to be bought out from 
bondage, to be loosed or freed through 
the grace of another. Christ has done all 
this for us. He not only paid the price 
to make us his own, but he freed us from 
condemnation and set us at liberty, so 
that henceforth we are to belong alone 
to him and to walk before him in the 
freedom of grace. 


New Birth. It is evident that Peter 
knew nothing of a new birth apart from 
believing the Gospel, so far as sinners 
who have come to years of accountability 
are concerned. He tells us we are born 
again by the Word of God, and this, not 


the Word in a general sense, but that. 


which is declared by the Gospel. 

“In His Steps.” One of the greatest 
mistakes any man can make is to sup- 
pose that he can save himself by imitat- 
ing the life of Jesus Christ, or by seek- 
ing to walkin his steps. Nowhere is 
Christ presented to the sinner as an ex- 
emplar. The unregenerated man does 
not need a great example. He needs a

Colored Wit—Who verily was fore- 
ordained before the foundation of the 
world (1 Pet. 1:20). A lad once asked 
Mozart how to write a symphony. Mo- 
zart said, “You’re a very young man. 
Why not begin with ballads?” The lad 
urged, “You composed symphonies when 
you were ten years old.” “Yes;” replied 
Mozart, “but I didn’t ask how.’”’ 

In considering the deep theological 
question of foreordination, predestina- 
tion, and election,— these three of the 
five points of Calvinism, —I have always 
liked Dr. Wilbur Chapman’s old story 
of himself and the old colored preacher 
down South. I have not seen the story 
for many a day, and it will be new to 
this generation. 

Dr. Chapman and the colored preacher 
were walking down Peach Tree Street 
in Atlanta, Ga. where Chapman and 
Alexander were holding meetings. 

“Brother Johnson,” said Dr. Chapman, 
“how do you explain the doctrine of 
election to your people?” 
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“Brer Chapman, ‘lection gives me no 
trouble ’t all. Ya see it’s jest this here 
way. De Debbel he votes agin ya, an’ 
ye good Lawd he votes fo’ ya, and the 
"lection am decided by ‘jest the way ya 
all votes yaself!” (2 Pet. 1:10.) 

This can well be a gentle and clever 
little satire upon the great war of words 
that in times past waged over this bat- 
tleground. The native wit of our colored 
brother often takes a short cut in solving 
ethical, moral, and religious problems. 

I heard Dan Crawford tell how he 
took one of his wise old African friends 
down to civilization to show him the 
sights. He saw the telegraph, telephone, 
radio, flying machines, autos, moving 
pictures—and the drunkenness of the 
large town. “Then,” said Dan, “he punc- 
tured my inflated tire on the way home 
by saying, ‘Missi, to have more is not to 
be better !’” 


In the “Bone Yard.”—Being born again 
(v. 23). If some one were to ask me 
what truth I have found hardest to get 
my men and boys to understand, I think 
I would have to say the idea of being 
born again. If it puzzled a “master in 
Israel” at the beginning of the Lord’s 
ministry, we cannot much wonder at the 
plain citizen of the world (John 3:3-6). 

We do not expect anything we can do 
will make the wild wolf of today the 
gentle sheep dog of next week, nor the 
wild elephant of the jungle of yesterday 
the nurse for the baby tomorrow. But 
all of us know many a wolfish man with 
bitter hand against a world, in an in- 
stant changed into a new creation with 
that same dangerous hand turned into 
a member of blessing and helpfulness 
(2 Cor. 5:17). 

Our rescue missions swarm with strik- 
ing examples of this very thing, and 
every Christian worker of long experi- 
ence has many a case down in his daily 
log. Lots of them have appeared in this 
Corner, from Jerry McAuley, the river 
thief of New York, to Convict 11,345, the 
“lifer” who told Sam Boggs the rooster 
story ! 

When we ride along the main traveled 
highways, every now and then we come 
to fields filled with worn-out automo- 
biles. The occupant of the back seat is 
apt to ask, “What becomes of all those 
worn-out wrecks?” 

Then Yours Truly, pointing to the 
shining fenders each side of the hood, is 
apt to say,— “See those lovely pieces 
of covered sheet metal? Well, it is quite 
possible the metal in them awhile ago 
lay in a field just as you see those has- 
beens awaiting the inevitable trip to the 
steel mill and open hearth furnace to be 
turned into new creations. Born again 
from ‘scrap’ to ‘high grade.’ ” 

The process is long, elaborate, and. to 
the one not familiar with metallurgical 
operations, full of mystery. Indeed, 
sometimes full of mystery to those of us 
familiar with the reactions of the steel 
furnaces and the manganese, chromium, 
tungsten molybdenum, nickel, and their 
action upon the old metal. 


“Sheep Shearing.”—Ye were as sheep 
going astray; but are now returned unto 
the Shepherd (2: 25). All down the 
centuries the human race in the mass 
has suggested a flock of sheep. We are 
told that man is a “gregarious animal,” 
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which means “going together in herds.” 

“All we like sheep,” says Isaiah. ‘The 
Lord is my shepherd,” sings the sweet 
singer of Israel, who served his time 
at the sheep tending trade and knew all 
the fine points of the business (1 Sam. 
17: 34-37). 

In New York City there is an institu- 
tion known as “The Stock Market.” It 
is famous as a place where “lambs” are 
attracted for the “shearing.” As I write 
I have been trying to get a job for a 
man I know. His father at one time was 
a very well-to-do man and had retired 
with a competency and was a good 
friend of mine. 

Then in some way this friend got into 
Wall Street. One day he said to me, 
“Bill, do you have any Anaconda Copper 
Stock?” “No,” I replied. “Why?” “Well, 
I’ve just cleaned up some $250,000 in it.” 

I said to my brother later, “Ellis, I 
have some bad news concerning our 
friend Charlie Brown.” “What is it?” 
“He has cleaned up a quarter of a mil- 
lion in the stock market.” “That doesn’t 
sound like bad news to me. Why do you 
think so?” “Ellis, it will be his first 
drink of whiskey.” 

And it was. Some few months later 
he said to me, “Bill, I am all wiped out. 
I do not have a dollar to my name.” 
The “lamb shearers” over in New York 
had done for him what they have done 
for thousands of others. 

My whilom rich friend has died, and 
here am I trying to find a job for his 
boy. If my friend had been in the flock 
of the Good Shepherd his ample fortune 
would have been more than enough for 
the happy normal life to which he and 
his family line had been accustomed. 

The lure of the gambling spirit rolls 
off the armor of the Christian. The pros- 
perous Christian, like Esau and Paul, 
early learns to say, “Enough.”

of a three-months’ study of Simon 
Peter’s character, some of the incidents 
of his eventful life, and now last of all 
Peter’s own summing up of the life, 
mission, and death of our Lord, we shall 
look with special interest upon his words 
as to the “Why” of it all. As Peter’s 
ripening age brings his life nearer to 
the end he looks back over it all and 
with the clear vision afforded him by 
the Holy Spirit he states in a few words 
the bare facts of an amazing Gospel. 

Many earnest thinkers have wondered 
why Jesus Christ should have left his 
perfect Home in Heaven—his royal 
throne — to come to this old sin-cursed 
earth; here to live like a pauper, taking 
upon him the form of a servant, giving 
free service, without pay, using his al- 
mighty power to alleviate the suffering 
of others, but doing nothing to prevent 
himself from suffering the pangs of hun- 
ger and fatigue; submitting to the jibes 
and insults of his enemies, being scoffed 
at and scorned, when he could have slain 
them with a word, and finally nailed to 
a cross on Calvary. It is an astounding 
thing when you stop and think of it. 
The trouble with this old world is that 
it does not want to stop and think of it. 
Even we Christians are apt to get used 
to it and pass over the thought without 
a quickened pulse beat. I heard one of 
God’s thoughtful servants, Dr. James A. 
Stalker, the author of “The Life of 
Christ,” once say to a group of min- 
isters, “Woe, unto you men when the 
surprise of the Gospel is lost to you!” 
Even a preacher can fall into a care- 
less kind of familiarity with the great 
Fact of the Gospel. It is a sure sign of 
poor spiritual health. 

Let’s look at Peter’s words carefully, 
for they bring us back to the stark bare 
facts which we must know and contem- 
plate if we would get ourselves into line 
with righteousness and the real satis- 
factions which our Lord purchased for 
us with his very life blood. 

This One who was crucified as a sin- 
ner had done no sin. It is only as we 
look upon Jesus Christ the Son of God 
upon the cross that we can get any 
understanding of what tragic plight we 
were in as sinners in God’s sight. Noth- 
ing short of the death of Christ could 
save us. Sin is as terrible as that to 
God. So two great facts are displayed 
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by the cross on Calvary —the terrible 
fact of sin and the glorious fact of God’s 
love. , 

Fellows, ask God just now by his Holy 
Spirit to enable you to see Jesus Christ 
in his true light, “who his own self bare 
our sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed. For ye were as sheep go- 
ing astray; but are. now returned unio 
the Shepherd and Bishop of your souls” 
(2:24, 25).

ANE had been telling Aunt Fay ‘that 

she had-accepted Christ as her Sav- 
iour last Easter. “Aunt Fay,” she asked, 
“if the Lord Jesus was God, why did he 
have to suffer?” 

Aunt Fay offered a quick prayer for 
the right answer, then said: “He was 
not suffering for himself, Jane, but he 
knew that you and I and every one else 
have sinned, and are not worthy, of 
ourselves, to come into God’s presence. 
He also knew that death is the penalty 
for sin. Now here is the marvel. The 
Lord Jesus Christ loved us so intensely 
that he chose to suffer death on Calvary’s 
cross in order that our suffering might 
not be permanent” (Rom. 6:23). 

Everything worth attaining costs self- 
denial or suffering of some kind. The 
football player must suffer bruises and 
bumps, and perhaps broken bones, and 
he must abstain from rich foods and late 
hours if he would make his goal. The 
student must endure long hours of study 
and diligent concentration if she would 
succeed. Also, love and concern for 
those about us make us willing to suf- 
fer. “How I wish my finger had been 
hurt instead of Kathryn’s,” said a mother 
when a friend asked about the finger 
that little Kathryn had smashed in the 
crack of the automobile door. The 
mother would have delighted in suffer- 
ing to spare her child. 

Now observe our Memory Verse. All 
other sufferings fade into insignificance 
when we view the sufferings of the Son 
of God. Look at the high lights of our 
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text: “A lamb without blemish ... . 
foreordained before the foundation of 
the world.” Did you ever realize that 
the suffering of our Saviour was con- 
stant from Eden to Calvary? Every time 
a sinning Israelite offered a lamb as a 
substitute for his sins, the Lamb of God 
must have anticipated his sacrifice upon 
the cross. We cannot imagine the agony 
of his heart each time one of his created 
ones turned him down. 

What may we do to repay such love? 
Look further in our text: “Ye should 
follow his steps . . . we, béing dead to 
sins, should live unto righteousness.” 

The lessons of our past quarter fur- 
nish an excellent illustration of how 
Peter’s advice in these last verses actu- 
ally worked in a life. Let us select the 
verse in each lesson which most clearly 
reveals the cross. 

1. Christ’s goal for Peter (Mark 1:17). 
Peter was not called for his own benefit 
alone, but that he might eventually make 
the Redeemer known to others. 

2. “Christ, the Son of the living God” 
(Matt. 16:16). It was God who “so loved 
the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son.” Christ’s deity must be ac- 
knowledged. 

3. “The Son of man” must suffer (Matt. 
17:12). “Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other name 
. . - whereby we must be saved” (Acts 
4:12). 

4. “The just for the unjust” (1 Pet. 3: 
18; Luke 22:61, 62). When Peter saw 
the contrast between the perfect Son of 
God and his sinful self, all he could do 
was to weep bitterly. 

5. Absolute surrender (John 21:19). 
Tradition tells us that Peter, at his own 
request, was crucified head downward 
because he did not consider himself 
worthy to be placed on a cross in the 
same manner as his Lord. 

6. Public testimony (Acts 2:38). The 
“well of water” in Peter’s life had begun 
to overflow. 

7. Saved to serve (Acts 3:6). “Such 
as I have give I thee.” God used Peter’s 
yielded talents. 

8. Personal sins abandoned (1 Pet. 4: 
1, 2). “Since we have been crucified 
with Christ, we should no longer live 
like the unredeemed,” advised Peter. 

9. Free Gospel for rich and poor (Acts 
8:20). Peter explained that redemption 
for every sinner had been bought and 
paid for on the cross (1 Cor. 6:20). 

10. The Gospel for all races (Acts 10: 
35). Peter recognized the need for 
Christ among the vast multitudes in 
every nation who had never heard of 
the Saviour who died in their stead. 

11. Salvation — past, present, and 
future (Acts 12:11). Peter found that 
his victorious, conquering Lord was al- 
ways ready to take his part, in life or in 
death (Rom. 8:31). 

12. A transformed personality (1 Pet. 
3:18). Peter placed his life upon the 
altar and left it there to be used always 
as his Master desired (2 Cor. 4:10, 11; 1 
Pet. 2:21). 

What does Christ’s death mean to each 
one of you? 

CHRIST’S DEATH: (1) Puts me into 
a position of favor with God (1 Pet. 3: 
18); (2) provides me with a new nature 

(Rom. 6:6); (3) makes me a child of 
God (Rom. 8:16, 17); (4) makes it pos-

sible for me to meet with God in prayer 
(Heb. 4:14-16); (5) makes me more 
than conqueror (Rom. 8:36, 37); (6) 
gives me a responsibility to make him 
known to others (John 15:13); (7) gives 
me eternal security in the presence of 
God (1 Cor. 2:9); (8) offers to me God’s 
grace, which includes “all the fulness of 
God”. (Eph. 3:19). All that I need to do 
is to believe God’s Word, and accept all 
these blessings (John 1:12). 

Next Sunday we shall learn how Paul, 
one of the most victorious men in his- 
tory, was changed when Christ came 
into his life. Learn 2 Corinthians 5:17.

T IS said of Sir Peter Lely, the cele- 

brated painter, that he made it a rule 
never to look at a bad picture, having 
found by experience that this so af- 
fected him that, when he began to paint, 
his mind was obsessed by what he had 
seen, and even his brush seemed to be 
tainted. 

In this life, we shall find it impossible 
to avoid all exposure to evil and im- 
purity. Missionaries tell us that, in 
heathen lands, the sights that meet the 
eye and the things that one hears are 
often filthy beyond description. Even 
the atmosphere seems to bé*oppressive 
to one who is seeking to follow the 
Lord Jesus. Even in our land, with all 
its so-called civilization, we are com- 
pelled to see and hear many things that 
do not make for purity. We cannot 
shut ourselves away from them. 

God in his loving provision for us 
will keep us pure and free from such 
evil contacts if we will let him do so, 
but let us beware how we knowingly 
and willingly expose ourselves unnec- 
essarily to filth and evil. We shall find 
many who ‘will tell us that, in order to 
know life and understand it, we must 
read sordid and filthy books and see 
motion pictures that depict the vile side 
of life as well as the good. They will 
tell us that we must study the evil phi- 
losophies of men as well as the nobler 
things in order to be well rounded in 
our thinking, and that it is profitable 
even to experience evil and filth. Count- 
jess young men and women have gone 
down under such impacts and have be- 
come besmirched with the things they 
unnecessarily admitted into their hearts 
and minds. 

Never was there a more diabolical lie 
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than the one that tells us we must 
know all about and experience evil in 
order to know life. It is the old, old lie 
that Satan told to Eve back in the Gar-+ 
den of Eden, and which brought untold 
misery and suffering upon the whole 
human race. God says to us, “Whatso- 
ever things are true, ... honest,... 
just, ... pure,... lovely, ... of good 
report, ... think on these things” (Phil. 
4:8). 
ee 

It will be obvious to all of us that 
in order to keep pure we must first be 
pure. Purity is not an excess garment 
that we can slip on and off. It orig- 
inates in the heart and works its way 
out through the life. Hence the Psalm- 
ist of old cried out, “Create in me a 
clean heart, O God; and renew a right 
spirit within me” (Psa. 51:10). 

No amount of' fixing up our morals or 
our habits can produce purity. To a 
most exemplary man long ago, the Lord 
Jesus said, “Ye must be born again” 
(John 3:7). Purity is therefore impos- 
sible apart from a saving faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Only when a man 
is “in Christ Jesus” is he a “new crea- 
tion” (2 Cor. 5: 17). 

4 

Once having been born again, through 
acceptance of Christ as our personal Sav- 
iour, the keeping power of the Lord 
Jesus is abundantly able to protect us 
from willful and known sin. The diffi- 
culty is that we do not always let the 
Lord Jesus have his way in our lives. 
We take the control into our own hands, 
and thus prevent him from keeping us 
pure and clean. 

However, he has made provision for 
just such ‘a weakness of human nature, 
and he tells us that “if any man sin, 
we have an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous: and he is 
the propitiation for our sins” (1 John 
2:1, 2). He also tells us that “if we 
confess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness” (1 John 1:9). 

It is therefore necessary to remain 
defiled by sin no longer than it takes 
to confess that sin to the Lord Jesus 
and to receive his cleansing. One rea- 
son why more of us do not enjoy the 
blessings of his cleansing and purifying 
grace is that we fail to keep short ac- 
counts. We allow known sin to go for 
hours, for days, or even weeks, with- 
out confessing it. We do not need to 
wait for some special time or place, 
but right where we are,—in the office, 
school, or walking along the street, — 
we can lift our hearts to God and ask 
his forgiveness and cleansing. 


And let us not forget that there is a 
special blessing that the Lord Jesus has 
named for those who are willing to be 
pure in heart through his enabling. He 
tells us’ that the pure in heart are 
blessed because “they shall see God” 
(Matt. 5:8). Perhaps we have been 
tempted to think of this promise as con- 
cerned only with the future life. And, 
indeed, it is only when our purifying 
has been completed and we are trans- 
formed into the very likeness of the 
Lord Jesus that we shall stand in God’s 
presence, spotless and undefiled and 
clothed with the very righteousness of 
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Christ. Nevertheless, this promise may 

also be true, in a measure, in this life. 

Only when our hearts are cleansed may 

we really see God with the eyes of faith, 

and understand him, and truly fellow- 

ship with him, here and now.

[ With the New Books 


God’s Pattern for Me. By Lillian Washer. 
(Wingreen Co., Erwin, Tenn., 25 cents.) 
What numbers of Christian people there 
are who do not know God’s present 
plan for their individual lives! But 
many are sincerely desirous to know, 
and to these Mrs. Washer comes with 
the Message of the Burning Heart. She 
begins with such questions as: “Has God 
a pattern for my life?” “Will he reveal 
that plan?” “How?” “And what shall I 
do if unable to carry out that plan, or 
if conflicting advice is offered?” These 
are answered so clearly and satisfactorily 
that anyone with an eye to read and 
a heart to obey can place his life in 
the center of God’s perfect wili and keep 
it there. And the befogged mind will 
be able to think through a new and 
very real abandonment of plans, wishes, 
and even place of service, of ambition 
for self and loved ones, of fear, and per- 
sonal strength, to a new faith in Christ’s 
all-sufficient strength. 





Atonement and “The Atonement.” By 
John Tallmadge Bergen. (From the 
Author, 1711 Xerxes Ave. North, Minne- 
apolis, Minn., 35 cents.) Mr. Bergen has 
compressed into twenty-five pages the 
results of a careful study of this great 
doctrine. He summarizes the usage of 
the word “atonement” in both Old and 
New Testaments, and shows that, in the 
Biblical sense, it always includes the 
idea of expiation. Atonement is not, 
therefore, merely reconciliation or “at- 
one-ment.” Atonement results in recon- 
ciliation, but is not synonymous with 
it, because the former word carries with 
it the deeper meaning of the payment of 
a debt, or the means by which that debt 
is paid. (In a letter to the Editor, Mr. 
Bergen calls attention to a typographical 
error at the bottom of page 8, where 
Romans 5:11 should be Romans 11:15.) 

The author then applies this idea to 
the atonement of Christ, and shows that 
at the very heart of that doctrine is 
the truth that reconciliation of the sin- 
ner and God is only possible because 
the Lord has himself become our sub- 
stitute, paying our debt with his own 
life. Much modern preaching, he de- 
clares, tends to stress the idea of union 
with God without giving proper place 
to the price at which that union was 
purchased. Such preaching is fruitless 
and vain. This little book is a plea for 
a return to the Scriptural doctrine of 
the atonement, in all its fullness, and 
for the exaltation of him who died, “the 
just for the unjust, that he might bring 
us to God.” 


Why Did Jesus Die? By J. G. Riddell. 
(The Abingdon Press, New York City, 
$1.50.) Dr. Riddell is Professor of Sys- 
tematic Theology in the University of 
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Glasgow, Scotland. He has a compre- 
hensive knowledge of the different views 
on the atonement, and his book is a 
useful compendium on the subject for 
those who, for one reason or another, 
may wish to know what the various 
and leading theories are that men have 
offered as substitutes for, and therefore 
denials of, what God’s Word tells us 
about the atonement. The author, to be 
sure, tells us he has no “complacent 
willingness to rank any and every sort 
of belief as of equal value,” —a state- 
ment that might be supposed to go with- 
out saying on the part of an evangelical 
Christian. He thinks modern theology 
is a “too optimistic interpretation of 
human life,” which of course it is. He 
says truly that “the suggestion that hu- 
manity has already in its power the 
means of discovering God is apt to rob 
evangelism of its urgency,” and this 
unscriptural notion has greatly damaged 
the cause of evangelism in America. 

The nine chapters of theological discus- 
sion on the meaning of the death of the 
Lord Jesus are of large value to those who 
would gain familiarity with these vari- 
ous viewpoints, but the author discloses 
his own lack of evangelical conviction 
and shows his regrettable sympathy with 
Modernism when he advises: “For the 
strengthening of believers in their faith 
and for the gaining of converts to the 
way of Christ ... the preacher will not 
confine himself to one exclusive theory 
of Christ’s death.” . Why does Professor 
Riddell, and why do so many American 
preachers and Bible teachers, talk about 
the substitutionary blood atonement of 
Christ as a “theory”? It is not a theory, 
but a revelation from God. “For I 
neither received it of man,” wrote Paul 
by inspiration, “neither was I taught it, 
but by the revelation of Jesus Christ” 
(Gal. 1:12). There is no confusing vari- 
ety of views regarding the meaning of 
Christ’s death if the Scriptures are sim- 
ply believed. 

Only those who are well grounded in 
the Scriptures, and who are easily able 
to discern. the often subtle and devious 
ways of Modernism, should use this 
book, and then only as a sort of encyclo- 
pedia of information concerning theolog- 
ical theories that are chiefly not true. 


The Sweetness of Fundamentalism. 
By William E. Troup. (Fundamental 
Truth Publishers, Findlay, Ohio, 20 
cents.) Here is a brief, but convincing 
statement of the absolute necessity of 
fundamentalism, premillennialism, and 
love in the Church of Christ today. The 
author portrays with clarity and con- 
viction the nature cf each of these great 
essentials, carefully setting them in con- 
trast with the teaching and living which 


so often has usurped their rightful place’ 


in Christian work and worship. He 
stresses the fact that fundamentalism 
and modernism can, by their very 
nature, have nothing in common; that 
only in premillennialism is the key for 
a satisfactory understanding and inter- 
pretation of the Scriptures; and that, es- 
sential and vital as fundamentalism and 
premillennialism are, they are never- 
theless worthless unless accompanied 
by the love of which 1 Corinthians 13 
speaks. “A man may stand like Gibral- 


tar for all the doctrines of the Bible, 
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he may be an ardent believer and an 
expectant lover of the coming of the 
Lord, but unless he maintains them in 
love, he has shorn himself of his most 
winning way with them.” This is a 
well-written, timely booklet, and it car- 
ries a real message for all believers.
